efforts of national bankers to dis­ 
credit the new' law: 
“I know nothing of the efforts or 
the national bankers to discredit the

bank guaranty law of this state. 
I 
know that no such effort is being 
made by the ‘bankers of Ardmore. 
Press reports sent out from Oklaho­ 
ma 
City 
state 
that 
some 
of 
the 
bankers of that city are encourag­ 
ing a movement to bring about the 
repeal of the guaranty feature of the 
law. It is inconceivable to me that 
any banker, whether state or nation­ 
al living -in Oklahoma City, could 
fail to appreciate the beneficial re­ 
sults of the law as exemplified dur­ 
ing the suspension of the Columbia 
Bank & Trust Co. That bank in rel­ 
ative importance was to Oklahoma 
City what the National City Bank 
is to New York City; or the National 
Bank of 
Comemcre 
to 
St. 
Louis. 
Should either of these banks fail un­ 
der present conditions of the bank­ 
ing laws in the states where they 
are located it is hard to conceive 
of the havoc and ruin that would 
follow. Withdrawal of deposits from 
other -local banks 
would certainly 
follow, and corresponding banks all 
over the country w'ould be crippled. 
It is making no extravagant claim 
for the Oklahoma law, to state that 
but for it pandomonius would have 
reigned in business circles in Okla­ 
homa City following the suspension 
of the Columbia Bank & Trust Co. 
Every 
bank in 
that city, 
whether 
state or national, would have lost in 
deposits, and in some cases the with­ 
drawals might have been envbarass- 
ingly large. 
Instead we are treated 
to the 
unparalleled 
spectacle 
o f 
seeing the largest i»ank, In point of 


deposits, in the city and state close 
its doors without embarrassing any 
other business 
institution 
in 
the 
state. 
The first severe test of the law 
fully justifies the claims of its ad­ 
vocates that it has brought to the 
banking world a faith and confidence 
hitherto 'unknown, 
preventing 
runs 
upon 
neighboring 
banks and 
fore­ 
stalling -panic and Sandal distress. 
It is certainly to be deplored that 
in an effort to bring reproach upon 
the law recourse was had to the fed­ 
eral courts. 
<1 confess that I am a 
partisan to the state courts. 
I have 
always believed that elective courts 
are more in harmony with our sys­ 
tem of government than appointive 
courts. 
I know they are more in 
accord 
with 
the 
principles of the 
democratic party. 
The guaranty law 
of Oklahoma was enacted in response 
to a demand from the people that 
something be done, not only to pro­ 
tect the interests of the depositors. 
in banks, but also to protect the 
general 
business 
interests 
against 
panic. So far every effort that has 
been made to defeat its operation has 
found'the avenue of attack through 
the federal courts. 
For one, I do 
not think this condition should ex­ 
ist .and the democratic party of Ok­ 
lahoma should see that it does not 
continue to exist. The supreme court 
of the United States in its decision 
in the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co., 
case 
that was appealed from Texas has 
opened the way of relief. In har­ 
mony with that decision our bank­ 
ing law can i»e so amended as to 
prevent federal interference with the 
administration 
of 
the Jaw 
either 
through the courts or otherwise. 
My 
judgment is 
that 
the 
amendment 
should *be made as quickly as possi­ 
ble, thus further strengthening the 
law and the confidence of the people 
therein. 


I will add that there is no need 
of conflict between state and national 


banks in this state. 
Their interests 
are mutual. In time of distress, l>oth 
classes of banks are benefited by the 
Oklahoma Guaranty Law. as is abun- 
dantly proven by recent results in 
Oklahoma City. The guaranty ques­ 
tion is not an issue between state 
and national bankers. There are na­ 
tional 
bankers who are as ardent 
supporters of the idea of the in­ 
surance of deposits as are to be 
found anywhere, and there are state 
bankers who 
violently oppose 
the 
principle. 
The democratic party in 
Oklahoma has originated and passed 
the first effective guaranty law that 
has ever been devised, and it is the 
duty of that party to see that the 
law is maintained and made effect­ 
ive. 
To this end it should throw* 
around the law every possible safe­ 
guard, and should see that it is so 
amended that no federal court ever 
nullify- it.—Ardmoreite.

V\ ashington, Oct. 9.—The govern­ 
ment is confronted with tangible ev­ 
idence that the cost of living is in­ 
creasing. 
During 
the 
fiscal

which ended dune 30. 1908. the cost 
of the army was placed at 19.6.1c per 
man per day. The estimate of the 
cost of the ration during the last 
year was 'based on that figure. 
When it came to making the esti­ 
mates for army subsistence for the 
next fiscal year, which estimate had 
to be submitted on the first of May 
last, it was realized that the form­ 
er cost had 
I teen left far behind, 
and as nearly as could be figured out 
from the official reports at that time 
the ration for the fiscal year be­ 
ginning june I. 1910, would be 20.97c. 
I he discovery has now been made 
that* this estimate is too low. Basing 
new figures on the actual cost of the 
ration for this fiscal y*‘ar, the esti­ 
mate for next y**ar has been raised to 
21.05c.

annum are involved. Incom plete fig­ 
ures indicate that there will be a 
deficiency in 
the army subsistence 
fund for the current fiscal year or 
$212,000 due entirely, War Depart­ 
ment officials say to the increase in 
cost of living.

fields, with the solitude broken only 
by the sound of rifles and the rum­ 
ble of pursuing automobiles, T. E. 
Brents, special officer in the United 
•States Indian service, last Wednes­ 
day night escaped from a vigilance 
committee 
organized 
at 
the 
White 
Earth 
Indian reservation near De­ 
troit, Minn., leaped on an outbound 
Great Northern train just as his pur­ 
suers pulled into the station and ar­ 
rived in Sioux City early last even­ 
ing. 
He left at midnight for Helena, 
Mont., in response to telegrams from 
the department. 
Brents is the only officer of a 
party of secret service men who suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
escaping from 
residents 
of the reservation w*ho resented the 
raid, which was one of the most sen­ 
sational and successful in the his­ 
tory of the department. W. E. John­ 
son. the frontier sleuth known as 
/•“Pussyfoot.” and eight of bis d e p u ­ 
ties are being held prisoners at Ma- 
honomen, while United States Attor­ 
ney Oakley and a posse cf secret ser­ 
vice men are hurrying to his rescue 
from St. Paul. Every saloon in the 
four towns on the reservation has 
baen closed aud it is believed the 
liquor traffic has been exterminated 
there forever. 
Special Officer Brents poured 626 
gallons of whiskey Into the gutters 
of Waubun. besides a wagon load of 
l‘*eer. Arter ;«he saloons 
had 
been 


wrecked he was met by the mayor 
of the town add an armed l*>dy of 
citizens, who demanded that be sur­ 
render. Brents replied that he would 
submit to arrest, but resented the 
insolence of the men and their meth­ 
od of procedure. He started under 
the cover of night to make a dash 
for 
liberty 
down . the 
street 
and 
across the fields. 
The town author­ 
ities followed in pursuit firing fu«- 
illades of bullets after the fleeing 
officer. 
He escaped by following the 
course of a dry creek led. 
I 
Brents was detailed to the wreck­ 
ing of the saloons on the reservation 
by 'Mr. Johnson, who is chief special 
officer, who entered the engagement 
with a detail of government depu­ 
ties. 
The saloons at Mahnomen, Cal­ 
loway, Ogema and Waubiin, on the 
White Earth reservation, have I teen 
operated under a town license in de­ 
fiance of the federal law. They were 
ordered to close on September 24, 
but the saloon keepers laughed at 
the officers 'who served the notice. 
The attack on the saloons was made 
simultaneously on Wednesday, the IL 
quor confiscated and the places wreck 
ed beyond repair. Mr. Brents said 
the government would prosecute the 
cases.

snow-capped Sierras yesterday Presi­ 
dent Taft plunged today into the sum ­ 
mer heat of the San Joaquin Valley 
and arrived here shortly after 3 p. 
rn. 
with 
the 
thermometer 
hovering 
about the 90s. 
He was greeted by 
practically the entire population of 
the city and addressed many thou­ 
sand- in the courthouse square. The 
president’s speech was in reality an­ 
other Sunday sermon, the third he 
has preached since his trip began. 
His text, quoted from memory, was. 
“He who eonquereth himself, is great­ 
er than he who taketh a city." and 
from it the president drew the les­ 
sen that 
popular governm ent must 
always 
be 
a 
failure 
unless 
it 
is 
based upon sound common sense and 
the self-restraint that goes to make 
the good loser. He drew an analogy 
between the American people in this 
respect and the peoples who in their 
attempts at self-government follow an 
election with a revolution. 
At Presbyterian Church. 
On his way here the President stop­ 
ped at Mercer for three hours and at­ 
tended morning service at the Pres­ 
byterian church, 
His greeting at Fresno came from 
probably the most cosmopolitan com­ 
munity he has met in all his travels. 
a mingling of the Chinese, Japanese. 
Armenians. Portuguese and a dozen 
other 
nationalities. 
In 
fact, 
the 
president was told that on one of the 
public sections twenty-six national­ 
ities are represented. One-half of the 
Armenians of the country are said 
to be gathered here. 
A feature of the president’s visit 
was the presentation of the follow­ 
ing address from the Japanese resi­ 
dents: 
“Mr. President: 
We, Japanese res­ 
idents of Fresno City and surrounding 
country, 
have 
the 
great 
honor 
to 
offer to you sincere and most friend­ 
ly greetings and to accord you 
a 
most joyous 
welcome to our com­ 
munity. 
We bail, you sir, as the honored 
chief of a great nation, which we 
are glad is on the friendliest terms 
with ours; and we also, rejoice that 
our beloved country, Japan, has the 
honor and great privilege of recipro­ 
cating such fraternal regard.” 
The president left here at 6:20 p. 
rn. for Ixjs Angeles. 
He stopped at Bakersfield tonight 
for a few minutes to make a car- 
end address. 
Mr. Taft was a little stiff from his 
long mountain walk of yesterday, but 
declared he would like to have a sim­ 
ilar experience every day. 
Ministers Arrange Meeting. 
The meeting held in the courthouse 
square was arranged by the minis­ 
terial 
association 
of 
Fresno 
and 
nearly all of the churches of the 
city were represented. The president 
spoke for the first time since last 
Wednesday noon. He was introduced 
by Mayor Howell and said in part: 


"Ii has not been my part, until” I 
began this trip, in religious exercises 
to do other than form one of the 
audience; but I have found R impos­ 
sible under the urgency of the min­ 
isters of the gospel who occasionally 
desire a lay substitute, to keep from 
taking their place and attempting to 
preach a sermon. 
“There is a text. I do not know 
that I can quote it exactly, but to 
these gentlemen -before me who have 
taken part in the battles of the war 
it will come by reason of its com­ 
parison with significance: 
"He

is 
greater than he (who taketh a city.” 
‘Wow. the 
homely application 
to 
the individual of my text, I hardly 
need to point. 
"There are so many instances in 
little things. 
I like to dwell upon 
the Importance of little things In life 
for life is not made up of one great 
series of grand .stand plays. It is made 
up of the little things that go either 
to make happy or to make them un­ 
happy. 
"It is the conduct of the husband 
as he comes home from a tired day

Attorney General West Issues State, 
meiit to County Attorneys as to 
Action. 


Guthrie, Ok., Oct. 9.—'Attorney Gen­ 
eral W est has asked the co-opera­ 
tion of all county attorneys of Ok­ 
lahoma in his fight against the al­ 
leged discriminative practices of cot­ 
ton gin operators and announces that 
combinations as to ginning as well 
as the price to be charged therefor 
are violations of the Oklahoma anti­ 
trust law. Complaints against gins 
made by Logan county farmers are 
to 'be investigated 'by a special grand 
jury. Other complaints indicating to 
the department that discriminations 
are practiced elsewhere go so far as 
to allege combinations, not only of 
ginning, but the price of cotton seed 
and seed cotton, either directly or 
t>y refusal to gin for certain per­ 
sons. 
0 
A circular letter was sent to Coun­ 
ty Attorneys today quoting Sections 
I and 13 of the a n titru st act. 
“If you find that in a particular 
community there is but one gin, it 
must 'follow as a necessity that such 
gin is a public business, if cotton is 
raised in th at community,” the letter 
says. 
“Or, if you find there is more 
than one gin in a community and the 
gins are operating in concert, with 
or without an agreement, if they do 
actually operate alike so that what 
one does the others do likewise, then 
such gins have a virtual monopoly 
of the gin ibusiness and each of them 
is a public business. If you find there 
is a refusal on the part of one or 
m ore ginners to <buy or to charge dis­ 
crim inatory prices, or that the refus­ 
al is the result of an understanding, 
then, of course, the business is con­ 
ducted in violation of Sec. I of the 
act.” 
The 
Attorney 
General 
tells 
that the Oklahoma law differs from 
others in that if what is done is in 
restraint of trade, it is immaterial 
whether there is an agreement or not, 
and 
whether 
an 
agreement 
is 
in 
writing, “or in the air,” he says that 
every act may be committed by a 
single person. 
“If, therefore, you find that a sin­ 
gle ginner,” the letter advises, “with­ 
out an agreement 'with anyone else, 
refused to gin 'for anyone who. in 
good faith, has cotton to lie ginned; 
or if you find that his refusal is an 
actual m atter 
of 
'business 
conse­ 
quence, that no other ginner is handy 
where the ginning can be done, or 
that they are operating in the same 
m anner as the first gin, then clearly 
all these acts are in violation of 
the law and each and every one of 
them is a felony, and all property 
used in that connection is subject to 
be forfeited to the state.” 
The price of cotton and seed and 
the cost of ginning is a m atter of 
public consequence in Oklahoma, the 
Attorney general says. 
Ginning cotton iii Oklahoma, the 
Attorney general says, is not a pri­ 
vate business unless there be special 
circum stances to make it such.

HOUSED IN LUXURY FROM COLD MUTTON! 


SPLENDID QUARTERS FOR UNI­ 
TED STATES SENATORS. 


New Marble Annex. Costing Close to 
$3,000,000, Is Rapidly Nearing 
Completion—Appointments 
Are Magnificent. 


MANY EXCELLENT 
DISHES MAV

The finishing touches are being put 
on the 
exterior of 
the new office 
building 
of 
the 
United 
S t a t e s 
senate on Capitol 
hill at Washing­ 
ton, and visitors 
soon 
will 
find, 
added to the show 
places at the na­ 
tional capital, the 
most magnificent 
office building in 
the world. 
This 
monster new mar­ 
ble 
“annex’* 
to 
the capitol, which 
will represent when completed a cost 
close to $3,000,000, not only will pro­ 
vide suites of offices for each of the 
90 senators now in office, but has am­ 
ple surplus space to provide similar 
working quarters for wearers of the 
toga who will represent geographical 
divisions that now are territories, but 
which in time will be admitted to 
statehood. 
The new senate office building is 
the most luxurious, but is not the 
largest office building In the world. 
The palm for site belongs to the new 
office building for 
members of the 
house of representatives, which was 
completed something more than a 
year ago, and which is south of the 
capitol In the same relative position 
that the new senate structure occu­ 
pies north of the capitol, thus bal­ 
ancing, in an architectural sense, this 
grouping 
of note-worthy 
buildings. 
The new senate building being be­ 
tween the capitol and the new Union 
station Is almost the first object seen 
by the visitor to Washington emerg­ 
ing from the new $20,000,000 railroad 
terminal. 


Not only in general design but in 
architectural detail and in the struc­ 
tural mediums employed, the new sen­ 
ate office building is identical with 
the working quarters provided for the 
representatives. 
A person looking at 
the two wide-spreading marble build­ 
ings 
from 
the 
steps of the capitol 
would 
pronounce them 
twin struc­ 
tures in every respect. 
As a matter 
of fact, however, the house building 
is fully one-fourth larger, being built 
around four sides of a square, whereas 
the senate building Is built on three 
sides of a square, the fourth side be­ 
ing open. 


Obviously more space is required 
to provide private offices for the rep­ 
resentatives, upward of 400 in number, 
than for the senators, who 
muster 
less than IOO all told. 
However, the 
difference in 
aggregate area is not 
nearly so great as it would be did the 
two classes of lawmakers fare alike 
in 
the m atter of accommodations. 
Each representative has assigned for 
his individual use a single 
spacious 
room, with desks for himself and his 
secretary or clerk. 
Each senator, on 
the other hand, has a suite of two 
rooms and lavatory 
There is a large 
office for each senator, whereas the 
second room in each suite, designed 
for the use of the senator s secretary, 
is slightly smaller, and located be­ 
tween these 
connecting rooms 
are 
coat rooms and lavatory. 


The appointments of the new sen­ 
ate 
office 
building 
represent 
the 
highest reflnments of luxurious sim­ 
plicity. 
All the rooms are finished in 
mahogany, toned with acids to give 
the richer effects which 
otherwise 
could be gained only by the mellowing 
influence of time. 
The 
doors and 
woodwork in general are of Honduras 
mahogany, 
stained to a rich 
red- 
brown, while the furniture is of Afri­ 
can 
mahogany, 
naturally a darker 
wood, stained to a soft, warm red. 
All of the furniture has been designed 
specially, being heavy, simple and dig­ 
nified with little carving. 
In each of 
the senatorial offices there is a marble 
mantel above which is a large mirror 
in a heavy gold frame. 
On the man­ 
tel is a pair of electric candlesticks, 
which, like the central electrolier and 
the six brackets or wall lights are of 
special designs In old silver. 
Each 
office has its telephone, electric fan 
and other conveniences, and in addi­ 
tion to an up-to-date restaurant there 
are in the building baths, barber shop 
and all the other essentials of the 
modern 
masculine 
community, 
suf­ 
ficient unto itself. 


Immune from Arrest. 
In Washington, in the capital of the 
nation, there reside 200 men who, 
with their households, have absolute 
Immunity from the laws of the land, 
even though they commit crimes ol 
the first degree. They may shoot down 
the man who injures them; they may, 
if they see fit. paint the new' equestrian 
statue of Gen. Phil Sheridan a vivid 
pea green, yet the hands of Uncle Sara 
must be kept from 
their 
shoulders, 
and woe unto the unterrified police 
man or other servant of the law who 
undertakes to bring them to 
justice 
once they have declared their official 
connections. 
These men who are sc 
clothed in immunity, are the members 
of the diplomatic corps, 
and 
their 
shield is international law. 
It is pro 
vided in the laws of nations that they 
must answer before the tribunals oi 
their owrn countries for the offenses 
they commit here in Washington, but 
that they shall not be tried by ac* 
court of the United States.

that re cooking the remainder becomes 
necessary, in order to prevent it be­ 
ing wasted. 
The most common method of re­ 
heating cold mutton is in the form of 
a hash, but In very few cases is It 
successfully made, for most people 
make the mistake of putting the cold 
meat into hot gravy and allowing it 
to boil. The cold meat should be put 
into cold gravy, and should be kept 
under bolling point, until Just before 
serving it is brought to the boil for 
erne minute, so as to cook the flour 
with which it is thickened. There are 
many other ways of recooking cold 
mutton which would give variety, and 
prevent its palling on the appetite. 
The value of the bones must not he 
overlooked. 
The meat should 
be 
cut off very closely from them, and 
they should be placed In cold water 
and then bolled for several hours ta 
make a supply of stock, useful aa a 
foundation for soup or in the manufao. 
lure of dainty dishes from the remains 
of the meat. 
Fat which seems in e * 
eses should he trimmed off and melt­ 
ed down to form drippings, but 
a 
large mass of cold fat such as is found 
at the edge of a shoulder of muttdfa 
should be chopped finely and used as 
suet in the making of bolling 
pud­ 
dings. 
The simplest and quickest method 
of recooking mutton is by grilling it, 
but for this purpose only the largest 
and most suitable pieces should be 
employed. The meat should be brushed 
over with salad oil, sprinkled with pep­ 
per and salt, and grilled for a few 
minutes on both sides 
over a clear 
fire, which should be sprinkled with a 
little salt to make it burn clearer. 
If 
the pieces are brushed with oil and 
dipped in curry powder before they 
are grilled, they can be served as dev­ 
iled mutton, and In this form 
they 
make a delicious dish. 
Curried mutton Is also excellent, for 
although fresh meat makes the best 
curry, one made from cold meat is not 
to be despised if it is carefully made. 
Peel and cor® two medium sized ap­ 
ples and cut them small, and 
peel 
and slice two onions. 
Fry the apple 
and onion In an ounce of dripping, but 
do not let them burn. Mix a heaped 
teaspoonful of curry powder and 
a 
tablespoonful of flour into a smooth 
paste with half a pint of cold stock. 
Pour It slowly into the frying pan, and 
stir it until it boils and thickens. Pass 
the curry mixture 
through 
a 
wire 
sieve, add pepper and salt to taste, and 
wrhen it is cool add about one and one- 
half pound of neat pieces of cold mut­ 
ton. 
Allow’ the mutton to get heated 
very slowly, and when it is almost at 
the boiling point serve it in a border 
of rice which has been boiled so that 
the grains are distinct

Pour in the eggs, add seasoning to 
taste and stir until the mixture is a 
soft scramble, theu pour over hot but­ 
tered toast.

Boil the eggs hard and remove the 
shells. 
Divide the sausage meat Into 
six portions, add chopped parsley to 
each and some made mustard, and roll 
each one out separately in flour. Thun 
roll half an egg in each. 


To Clean Silver Quickly. 
Place two quarts of potato peelings 
and one quart of water in an Iron fry- \ 
ing pan or spider, cover and boil ten 
minutes; then drop in as many silver 
spoons, knives and forks as the water 
will cover; continue the bolling and in 
less than ten minutes they will look 
like new. Remove the silver, wash in 
usual manner, rubbing well with dry, 
soft towel.
